Drawings 

1 . The drawings have been omitted. The subject matter of this application admits of 
illustration by a drawing to facilitate understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to 
furnish a drawing under 37 CFR 1 .8 1(c).

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. The phrase "cottonisation" is unknown. Further, what is done by electro-hydraulic 
action? Opening? Cottonisation? Drying? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the in\ untie in was patented or described in a primed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claim 1 is rejected, as best understood, under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Litvanetal (2721358). 

Litvan teaches a method of flax fiber treatment comprising retting, cleaning, drying, and 
multiple opening using liquid (Figure 1).

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Best (2403331) and Haughey (2070273) both teach what is well known in the art.
